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The attached presents 
a modified approach to the 
polygraphing of panel- 
ists. The approach 
features limited 
(counterintelligence- 
oriented) polygraph 
coverage that will apply to 
all new panelists and a 
grandfather clause appli- 
cable to current panelists. 


You may wish to high- 
light the waiver provision 
of paragraph 3d to the 
other Deputy Directors. 
This was included in 
anticipation of possible 
objection to a polygraph in 
some instances and with a 
mind to the DoD position on 
the use of the polygraph as 
stated in a directive. The 
provision gives the DDCI or 
DCI flexibility necessary 
to address individual or 
institutional resistance to 
polygraph testing as a 
condition of service as a 
panelist.
